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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, change "an" to - 
the — and "claimed 1" to -as claimed in claim 1-. Appropriate correction is required. 
Claims 7-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only, and/or, 
cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined In section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 1 22(b) only if the International application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty In the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1, 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kim et al, Patent No. 6,265,833, cited by Applicant. 

As per claims 1 and 2, Kim discloses an organic EL display driving system 
comprising a measuring means 3a that measures only the outside illumination, i.e., the 
amount of incident light from the outside as sensed by the optical sensor 1 to the 
organic EL display 5 and a power supply voltage controlling means 4b that controls 
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power supply voltage in accordance with control signal from the controller 3 for the 
organic EL display. The recited limitation "said power supply voltage is increased when 
said amount of said incident light is large and said power supply voltage is decreased 
when said amount of said incident light is small" is inherent, i.e., based on the intensity 
of light of the outside environment, the power supply voltage is controlled so as to 
control the emitting luminance of the EL display; in other words, the emitting luminance 
of the EL display becomes high when the intensity of the outside light is high, the power 
supply voltage can consequently be controlled to be high based on proportionality. 

As per claim 6, Kim discloses said organic EL display driving system being 
applied to a cellular phone readable as a mobile communication terminal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. - - -
